It- has been sold St. Patrick 
drove the shakes out of Ire- 
land. How this legend arose 
is attributed by some au- 
thorities to the fact that the 
Druids had a form of ser- 
pent worship. By gradually 
stamping out the power of 
the Druids, Ireland's Patron 
Saint "drove the snakes" 
from the Emerald Isle. He 
founded 360 churches and 
b a p t i z e d 12,000 persons 
during his lifetime. 


Born in ScdHand around A.D. 387, 
Sf. Patrick was kidnaped when he 
was 16 and sold as a slave to tend 
sheep in Ireland. 


Escaping about six years later, he 
sailed to Prance, studied religion and 
became a priest. 


Eventually, St. Patrick was made a 
bishop by Pope Celestine and sent 
to convert Ireland. 


The shamrock was first used by St. 
Patrick to explain the Holy Trinity. 
He converted many clan chiefs and 
built nearly 400 churches. 


St. P a t r i c k d i e d M a r c h 17, at 
Armagh, and that date, not his 
birthday, is celebrated by Irishmen 
throughout the world.

dom of choice be retained and 
Harvey W. McGeorge, a hold- 
over from the previous board, 
urged the other two holdover 
members to conform with the 
majority expression of the com- 
munity. 


"I realize that because of the 


platform upon which they were 
elected, under no conditions 
could 
the 
three 
(remaining) 


board members hope for the 
building 
expenditures neces- 


sary to implement and carry 
out the board's present (uni- 
tary) plan at this time," Mc- 
George said. 


"I think our original plan Is 


a sound one for our district but 
the election shows the lack of 
support for anything but free* 
dom of choice," he said. 


Two white teachers told the

complex and politically sensi- 
tive issues. 


— Positive lists may actually 


harm the U.S. export trade in 
the long run by foisting un- 
competitive U.S. commodities 
on foreign markets, thus dam- 
aging the reputation of U.S. 
goods generally. 


Treasury 
officials 
counter 


that: 


— The actual extra cost of 


U.S. goods on the positive lists 
is much less than 10 to 40 per 
cent, because the purchaser can 
buy these items on the easy 
terms offered in U.S. aid loans. 
Sellers elsewhere are demand- 
ing cash or higher-priced com- 
mercial credit. 


— In no case has aid-receiving 


country imposed 
new import 


and exchange control system or 
delayed dismantling an existing 
one because of the U.S. positive 
list system. 


— While there has been an 


undesirable slowdown in some 
U.S. aid programs, this is due 
as much to other AID regula- 
tions as to the positive lists. 


— Positive lists will help the

Shakes Lady 
Senator

Democratic national committee- 
woman and a scrappy tighter 
who lists her occupation as 
"legislator"- isn't giving up her 
fight to make abortion a deci- 
sion of the woman and her doc* 
tor. 


"I don't really know how I 


feel about abortion," she says, 
"I would never have an abortion 
and I would never urge one on 
another person. 


"I just don't believe the state 


has the right to make the deci- 
sion about abortion for a wom- 
an,"

Many Issues

GUM SPRINGS, Calif. (AP) - 


— Realignment will be the chief 
topic of discussion at the joint 
winter meeting of the American 
and National football leagues, 
but the 26 owners also will kick 
around some other 
matters, 


such as the experimental con- 
version rule. 


The meetings got under way 


today with the owners gathering 
at a joint session, then breaking 
up into separate league meet- 
ings. 


Before the week is over, they 


hope to arrive at agreement on 
the alignment of pro football for 
1970, the year the 1966 merger 
takes complete effect. 


Such agreement will not be 


easy to reach since there are 
owners who favor maintaining 
the status quo, the 16-man NFL 
and the 10-man AFL, and those 
who prefer a complete reshuf- 
fling of the 26 teams. 


Before they hear the various 


plans on future alignment pre- 
pared by a six-man joint com- 
mittee, though, they'll have to 
make some other decisions. 


The conversion rule is one 


subject which must be resolved. 


The AFL has used the two- 


point option, for a run or a pass, 
since the league's inception in 
1960. The NFL has only the rou- 
tine one-point kick rule. 


Obviously, they have to decide 


what to do with the two-point 
play in time for the 1970 season, 
when as many as five Inter- 
league 
games could be each 


team's regular season schedule. 


The owners will very likely 


decide to extend for another ex- 


tried last year. 


In all interleague exhibition 


games in 1968, the teams could 
not kick for the point after 
touchdown but instead had to 
run or pass for one point. 


Whereas conversions made by 


kicking are successful 98 per 
cent of the time, the run or pass 
rule produced only a 56.6 per 
cent efficiency. 


Many football people like the 


idea of eliminating the automat- 
ic nature of the kick and Instill- 
ing an extra bit of excitement 
into the game with the run or 
t-he pass. 


"The fan reaction wasgreat," 


Mark Duncan, chairman of the 
league's competition committee, 
referring to last year's experi- 
ment. "We'll 
hear what the 


owners have to say and then de- 
cide what to do this year."

SAIGON (AP) - U.S., fhtU 


and South Vietnamese forces 
killed 281 enemy troops in heavy 
fighting around Saigon and in 
the Mekong Delta and uncov* 
ered 40 graves containing anoth- 
er 152 bodies south of Da Nang, 
military Spokesman reported to- 
day. 


U.S. infantrymen from the 9th 


Division killed 131 Viet Cong in 
a series of five clashes over the 
weekend in the upper half of the 
Mekong Delta, the U.S. Com-, 
mand announced. 


Two Americans were reported 


wounded in the clashes Satur- 
day and Sunday. U.S. spokes- 
men explained that helicopter 
gunships and artillery account- 
ed for at least a third of the ene- 
my dead, and another 19 were 
killed in an ambush. 


The fighting occurred near 


the provincial capital of Ben 
Tre and the district capital of 
Cai Be, 40 to 50 miles southwest 
of Saigon. 


U.S. headquarters said the ac- 


tions were part of a muHibattal- 
ion operation under way since 
last Dec. I. A spokesman said 
more than 4,200 Viet Cong have 
been killed in the operation and 
more than 2,350 captured. U.S. 
losses have been 148 killed and 
1,366 wounded, he said. 


Thailand's Black Panther Di- 


vision reported 400 of its men 
repulsed an attack early Sunday 
by more than 1,000 Viet Cong 
only 18 miles east of Saigon. 
The defenders said at least 109 
Viet Cong were killed and four 
captured. 


Two Thais were Wiled and 19 


wounded, the communique said. 


As the Viet Cong's spring of- 


fensive went into its 23rd day, 
about 30 rocket find mortar at- 
tacks w**» .^parted on allied 
bases-and towns Sunday -night. 
Two were followed by infantry 
assaults on American bases 
northeast of Saigon. 


About 70 enemy soldiers hit a 


night bivouac of men from the 
1st Air Cavalry Division 25 
miles northeast of Saigon with 
machine guns, small arms and 
rocket- propelled 
grenades—

three hours, and when it ended 
10 Americans had been killed 
and 17 wounded. A sweep of the 
battlefield produced nine enemy 
bodies. 


Twenty-eight 
miles to the 


northwest of Saigon, enemy sol- 
diers fired 10 mortar rounds 
into a 25th Infantry Division bi- 
vouac, 
then followed with a 


ground attack, firing rocket-pro- 
pelled 
grenades 
and small 


arms. 


For two hours the Americans 


returned the fire, blazing away 
with ,50-caliber machines guns 
mounted on armored personnel 
carriers. A sweep at dawn 
turned up the bodies of 30 North 
Vietnamese soldiers, U.S. head- 
quarters said, while one Ameri- 
can was wounded. 


In another fight on Saigon's 


eastern flank, enemy troops at- 
tacked a South Vietnamese mili- 
tary district headquarters be- 
fore dawn Sunday after firing 20 
mortar rounds into it. Two of 
the 100 militia defenders were 
killed and seven were wounded.

spokesman said two of the ene- 
my were killed and one cap- 
tured.

Thinks Trial 
Would Reveal

The judge who received James 
Earl Ray's guilty plea says a 
number of questions about the 
Martin Luther King assassina- 
tion were left outstanding. But 
he doubts that a trial by Jury 
would have cleared the air. 


These views were expressed 


in

interview 
Sunday by 


Judge W. Prestof! Battle of 
Criminal CoUff, who last week 
sentenced Ray to 99 years in 
prison. 


Meanwhile Ray's lawyer, Per- 


cy Foreman of Houston, Tex., 
reiterated in a television inter- 
view is belief that "no other 
person, organization or group 
except James Earl Ray was 
concerned in the killing." 


Judge Battle remarked in Ms 


interview, 
"There has been 


much talk of a conspiracy, but 
no one saying so has yet pro- 
duced a single shred of evidence 


or named an associate or con- 
spirator." 


The judge said he Is himself 


puzzled by a number of ques* 
tionsj 


"1 would truly like to know 


how Ray actually found the spet 
from which to fire. How did Ray 
know where Rev. King would 
be? How did he determine the 
type of weapon to be used? 
What are the details of the ac- 
tual purchase and selection of 
the weapon? Was he alone in 
surveillance of the Lorraine Mo- 
tel? 


"Most puzzling of all is his es- 


cape from Memphis. To me, It 
seems miraculous that he was 
able tofflee to Atlanta despite 
the ali'pttints bulletins without 
his white Mustang being spotted 
on a highway." 


King, standing on a balcony of 


the moteL was shot last April 4 
by a rifleman firing from a 
rooming house across the street. 


Judge Battle said he was con- 


vinced that a trial would only 
have "muddied our understand- 
ing of the substantial evidence 
which established Ray as the 
killer." 


"It is an error to assume that

the prosecution would have had 
a chance to cross-examine Ray 
about Ws finances, or how frees* 
caped from the Missouri State 
Penitentiary, or about persons 
who gave him any aid before or 
after the slaying of Dr. King," 
he said. 
"That assumes Ray would 


have taken the stand. I doubt 
very seriously 
that defense 


counsel would have risked plac- 
ing Ray in such a position."
